Cal 计 .) announced last week that 
the Judiciarv Subcommittee on 
Immigration，refugees and Inter- 
national Law unanimously 
apDroved his amendments to the 
Refugee Act of 1979. 

“The recent _ decision to accept 
14,000, refugees per month into 
the United States ia responsible 
and humanitarian gesture to a 
tragic World Droblem, but the cost 
of the resettlement process should 
be fujlly funded by the Federal 
Government and not by the 
individual counties and states 
Where these refugees reside, 
Danielson stated. 

EUNDINGCG 

The legislation being con- 
sidered for the admission and 
resettlement of -refugees” will， 证 
passed by Congress, take effect on 
October 1，1979. The provisions 
offered bv Congressman Daniel- 
soOn guarantee fal FedGeral fanding 
for child welfare ， services，and 
medical and other assistance for a 
four yearperiod.

Senate Studies Taiwan 
Spy Activities In US 


WASHINGTON 一 A Senate 
stafft study has found that Taiwan 
was one of four countries whose 
intelligence agencies had intelli- 
gence jliaison agreements with the 
Central Intelligence Agency and 
operated in the US with _ little 
interference from the American 


&overnment. 
The purpose of the spy opera- 
tions of the four countries 


一 Taiwan，the Philippines，Iran 
and Chile 一 seems to have been to 
influence American public opin- 
ion, the study said 

The study said that US over- 
tures toward Beijing turned Tai- 
wans intelligence agency from a 
trusted ally with no interest in 
spying inside the US into a hostile 
force that could carry out the 
Same sabotage and espionage act- 
ivities against the US as it does 
against Beilng. 

BOMBS 

Intelligence reports said that in 
September 1971 上 aiwanese intelli-
